Motor Carriers Eliminate 
Competition 


Rail Commission Upholds 
Readjustment 
Savings Will be Absorbed in 


Betterments 


BAN FRANCISCO, May 
The State Raliroad Commission to- 
day approved a plan of the three 
principal motor passenger carriers 
in the State providing for the 
elimination of competition, the 
transfer of routes and a general re- 
adjustment and simplification of 
the service. designed to greatly 
aid both the carriers and the 
public. 
{| The commission pointed out that 
the companies, the Pickwick 
Stages, California Transit Com- 
pany and Motor Transit Company 


will not lose their corpofate en- 
tities and that the only change in 
that regard will be the absorption 
of the Crown Stage Company, now 
operating between Bakersfield and 
points itn Southern California, by 
the Motor Transit Company. The 
Crown company will be discontin- 
ved and its service taken over by 
the purchasing company. 

Construction of union terminals 
and other depots, simplification and 
readjustment of schetiules to dove- 
tall with each other, the elimina- 
tion of parallel routes and a gen- 
eral specialization of service are 
previded for by the plan. It fs 
anticipated that the monetary eav- 
ing will be absorbed by service 
betterments, additions and exten- 
sions by the companies in their 
respective areas. 

As a result of the Rafiroad Com- 
mission's approval of the proposed 
transfers, hway transportation 
services in the area affected wl! 
be developed by the three corpora- 
tions slong the following lines:

The California Transit Company 
will operate in and through the 
San Joaquin Valley from MSacra- 
mento end Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco on the north to Los Angéies 
on the south by way of the Ridge 
and Tehachapi routes. 

The Motor ‘Transit Company, 
having absorbed the Crown com- 
pany, will operate in the territory 
in and around Los Angeles, Sania 
Ana and San Gabriel Valley from 
the ocean to and including the 
San Bernardino and San Jacinto

We are living, friends, in « de- 
mocracy that guarantees every 
citizen certain rights and priviliges 
that are envied by all the world.

Looking back, we see a emall 
ship on her first voyage acroas the 
Atlantic, pushing against a furious 
storm. As the waves lash her sides 
and threaten to overwhelm her, «4 
small group of men aessembile on 
the deck and lift thelr voices in 
prayer—prayer not only for their 
own safety, but for the safety of 
their ship as well.

dividual States asserted itself. They 
were jealous, suspicious, and dis- 
imtegration threatened. 

The thirteen States had re- 
nounced their allegiance to Great 
Britain because the latter country 
no longer governed them well, and 
it now appeared that they were 
unable to govern themselves, If the 
people of the colonies were to justi- 
fy themselves before the world, and 
to justify themeelves in their own 
eyes an effective union was essen- 
tial. That union was achieved only 
through the supreme efforts and 
disinterested services of the men 
who were willing to sacrifice their 
time, their fortunes, their personal 
pride, and their ambitions to the 
task of building a nation. 

In the year 1787, this group of 
fifty-five dauntiess men, among 
whom were Washington, the states- 
man; Hamilton, the financier; 
Franklin, the diplomat, dealt not 
with theory, but with fact. These 
men did not attempt to revise the 
Articles of Confederation but 
drafted our Constitution which ts a 
practicable, workable document 
that can be read tn a trifle over four 
minutes. 

Our Constitution provides for a 
government deriving its power from 
the consent of the governed. It has 
established a relation between the 
States and the Federal government

its own field. It has established 
a Supreme Court which upholds

'ernment or in other words that law 
ig supreme.

CAPTURED IN GUN BATTLE 


Sharks, Believed Last of Santa Fe 


Gang, Wounded by Police 


be in Long Auto Chase 


Cornered in the basement of the home of former Superior 
Judge Weyl after a spectacular automobile chase and foot race 
through the streets of the Wilshire district, during which he 
was wounded by one of fifty shots fired at him, Harry C. Burke, 
29 years of age, alias Harry Brackett, declared to be the sixth 
and last member of the Santa Fe mail-truck robbery bandits 
of October, 1925, was captured yesterday evening by police de- 
tectives and postal inspectors. Five mail robbers now are serv- 
ing terms in a Federal penitentiary for the Santa Fe hold-up. 


Burke, who had arrived in the@ 


city only a few hours before he was 
taken, suffered a flesh wound in 
the left shoulder. Police Sur- 
geon Sebastian, who treated him at 
the Receiving Hospital, said the 
wound is not serious. 


FRUSONER UNARMED 

The officers responsible for the 
capture of Burke, which ends a 
nation-wide search of months, were 
Detective Lieutenants Barr, Lioyd 
and Hawtrey and Postal Inspec- 
tors Lowe, Kline and Smith. Haw- 
trey climbed into the cellar of Mr. 
Weryl'sa home at 700 South Kings- 
ley Drive and the fugitive sur- 
rendered at the point of a revolv- 


er. He was not armed as far as 
is known. 

“You've got that’s all 
there is to it,” were Burke's only 
words to the officers when he was 
dragged from the basement. He 
was taken immediately to the post. 
office where he was grilled by py 
tal inspectors, 

According to the officers, Burke 
has been positively identified as be- 
ing the sixth members of a gang 
that held up a United Btates mail 
truck at the Santa Fe station Oc- 
tober 8, 1925, and robbed it of 
$500,000 worth of securities, bonds 
and currency. He is under indict- 
ment of the Federal grand jury 
on a ch e of robbing the mails 
and was oked on that charge 
and as a fugitive.

RIMINAL ALIENS 

It is curious how the most hopeful 
optimism as to the operations of the immi- 
gration laws must always-be tempered by 
pessimism, particularly when we face such 
facts as the official estimate that there 
are in this country over 250,000 aliens who 
entered illegally since 1921 and shat under 
the law many thousands have secured and 
will secure through statutory limitations 
permanent immunity from deportation. 


However, deportation is going to be far 
more common if the Holaday bill, reported 
favorably by the House Immigration Com- 
mittee, becomes a law, as it should and 
probably will in the near future. This 
bill provides for the banishment of all 
aliens who constitute a menace to or an 
unfair and unjust burden Upon our people. 

Without doubt the alien criminal is a 
menace and the alien defective whom the 
taxpayers support is an unjust and unfair 
burden. By deporting these offenders and 
unfortunates the government will render a 
great service to the people of the nation. 

The present crime wave is largely the 
result of the entry of criminals into this 
country from foreign lands. If the pro 
posed amendment to the Deportation Act 
is passed an offense for which an alien 
is sentenced to one year’s imprisonment 
or more is full cause for his deportation. 
Although a sentence of less than a year 


tion, the Holaday bill provides such a pen- 
alty for an alien sentenced to a term which, 
when added to the terms under one or 
more previous convictions, amounts to 
eighteen months or more. 


Tt is said that criminal repeaters who 
have escaped hitherto because of light sen- 
tences can be apprehended under this 
clause. A case recently was cited by the 
Commissioner-General of Immigration of 
an alien who had been sentenced thirty 
times and yet could not be deported under 
the law as it now stands. That such a 
thing could happen illustrates the neces 
sity for a sterner measure. 

The proposed amendment to the present 
inadequate law is a good one and it should 
not fail of enactment. As soon as it fs 
passed it should go into force, and most 
strennous efforts should be made to round 
up as many as po@sible of these foreign 
criminals and ship them out of the country. 

To the provision regarding alien defeo 
tives those of our citizens who feel that 
this country has been imposed upon long 
enough by that element will readily give 
their assent. The bill authorizes the de 
portation of any alien defective who at any 
time within seven years after his entry 
has become a- public charge. Ve have 
been altogether too magnanimous fn our 
care for and maintenance of indigent mo- 
rons who have been saddled upon us by 
the thousand, their European friends and 
relations often sending them here to get 
rid et them when they were fully able to 
care for them at home. 4 

These defectives crowd our asylums and 
hospitals, antl the cost of their keep is 
enormous. This expense should no longer 
constitute a burden upon our overtaxed 
people.

The 
Proclamation did not go into ef- 
fect until the following January, 
and Lincoln signed tt a few days 
after New Year. By doing so, 
more than 8,000,000 of the 4,000,-/

clared free, 

The next step after the signing 
of the Proclamation was to éen- 
roll colored troops in the army of 
liberation. Thus, did Abraham Lin- 
coln solve the great question of 
slavery, preserved the Union, and 
maintained the Constitution.

THIRD PRIZE ORATION 


Viola Baucom, Group F, repre- 
senting Roosevelt High, won third 
prize. Her oration on “Lincoln 
and the Constitution” follows: 

In the fateful year of 1860, a na- 
tion stood at the parting of the 
ways, but there came out of the 
great unknown West an unheard, 
untried and hitherto unheralded 
leader, who, like Moses of old, was 
to lead a people out of bondage 
and build a nation anew. This man 


was Abraham LAncoln. 

In his early manhood, he had an 
occasion to go to New Orleans on 
a flatboat trip. While there he 
saw men and women bought and 
sold into slavery. Realizing what 
a blot it was on this country and 
her Constitution he declared, “If 
I ever get a chance, I will hit it 
and hit it hard.” 

As Lincoln neared the prime of 
hig life, he became more and more 
opposed to slavery. But although 
opposed to slavery, he was never- 
theless eo firm in his belief in the 
importance of upholding the Con- 
stitution that he constantly risked 
losing many of his etrong support- 
ere by his vigorous repetition of 
the constitutional rights of the 
States to regulate their domestic 
mattera, including the question o 
slavery. 

In 1846, Léncoln was elected to 
Congress. His election.to Congress 
was the one political ambition for 
which he had longed. But after 
being elected and the first flush of 
victory passed away, he sadly ad- 
mitted, “It has not pleased me as 
much as I expected.” 

It was during Lincoln's career 
as a Congressman that he realized 
as never before the need of a 
strong central government, and the 
preservation of the Union. Lin- 
coln was willing and ready to fight 
for a Constitution ~-which would 
mean much to every citizen of the 
United States whether he be white. 
black or of any other race, one 
which he felt would be able to 
stand, the test unchanged as the 
years rolled by. And not only that, 
but one that America as a whole 
would be proud to stand for and 
say to any other nation, “This i« 
our Constitution, the supreme law 
of the land, the Constitution which 
makes us proud that we are Amer- 
ioans.”

care for him who shall have borne 
the battle and for his ‘widow, to 
do all that will cherish a just and 
lasting peace among ourselves, and 
all nations.” 

And as the great scroll of Amer- 
ican history unrolls itself, unborn 
generations will see that on April 
15, 1965, when, like a martyr, he 
poured out his life's biood for 
which he had soe nobly fought, 
America lost one of her greatest 
men, Abraham Lincoln, the great 
Emancipator, the defender and 
preserver of the Constitution.

Fourth place wus won by Harry 
Deugias Smith of Bakersfield High 
School, Group B, with his oration 
on the “Constitution.” 

The Constitution of the United 
States is the crystallization of the 
sacred ideals of the Anglo-Saxon 
peoples. Whenever the common 
welfare demanded protection 
against the inroads of monarchial 
invasion they have persistently 
maintained the struggle for the 
preservation of human rights. 
Freedom was their heritage, hu- 
man libe their creed, and every 
attempt of kingly oppression has 
been met with the vigorous oppo- 
sition that only free men can offer 


| to regal aggression. 


Such was the spirit that flamed 
In the hearts of the American 
colonists who first laid the foun- 
dation of liberty upon the shores 
of the New orld. Unhampered 
by Old World conventions, their 
environment was such as to ren- 
der their ambitions as limitless as 
thelr vast areas of the unknown 
West; and inspired by traditions of 
generations, they began the ereo- 
tion of a governmental structure 
which we behold today as the 
most splendid achievement of the 
political genius of all time. 

Since the affairs of the Ameri- 
can pioneers were as distinct as 
they were distant from those of the 
mother country. different’ consid- 
erations were required to be ap- 
plied by the English Parliament, 
and the lack of understanding of 
the diverse and novel conditions 
existing in the colonies resulted in 
the inevitable clash which must 
come when sovereign oppresses 
subject. Unjust and unreasonable 
demands of an arbitrary ruler were 
openly met with civil disobedience. 
Inspired” traditions of genera- 
tions, fortified by the principles of 
the great charter, the colonial 
leaders of litical thought con- 
ceived the idea of a written ¢on- 
stitution. True, they were subjects 
of a so-called constitutional mon- 
archy, but the oonstitution was 
not written; their guarantee of the 
rights and privileges of free men 
denended upen custom and tradi- 
tion, and mht at any time be 
circumserfbed by the decisions of 
fudges, or the whim of the King. 
The reciprocal obligations of sov- 
ereign and subject must be clearly 
imantifested: the limitations of of- 
ficial powers as they are related to 
the central departments of govern- 
ment must be definitely fixed; and 
the power of sovereignty must re- 
side in the people. 

After 137 years these declara- 
tions appeal to us merely as tru- 
ieme, to be regarded es the nat- 
ural and proper relationship of 
the citizen toward his sovereign; 
but when these new theories of 
government were presented to a 
reople that for all previous gene- 
rations had been taught to revere 
the King as the personification of 
sovereignty, the common mind was 
not prepared to accept as sound 
the theory that the people them- 
selves are the Som power.

The enbodiment of these princi- 
ples in an instrument 60 brief, 
yet so comprehensive as to em- 
brace within itself provisions ap- 
plicable to every field of national 
endeavor, so complete in its de- 
tail that a century and a half of 
varying national experiences have 
found it adequate to meet every 
contingency, demonstrates the ex- 
ercise of a political wisdom and 
forethought which appears in the 
light of retrospection to have been 
almost the result of divide guid- 
ance. 

The eer exponents of our 
Constitution as finally adopted— 
Washington, Franklin, Jefferson, 
Marshal, and thelr contemporary 
advocates—eought not only to se- 
cure the blessings of reguiated 
ahd protected liberty unto their 
own generation, but formed this 
sacred company with mankind, 
strengthened and preserved ‘hese 
blessings and guaranteed them to 
posterity, ours to, enjoy, unim- 
paired, unshackled by the scorners 
of their worth. 

By the far-reaching influence of 
our Constitution we have become 
the “Parliament of mankind, the 
federation of the world.” The 
blood of every people has been 
diffused @mong the foundations of 
American business and life. We 
are one in respect to the glorious 
Constitution under which we live 
ami the flag by which we stand. 
We have all descended from the 
‘ame ancestors, been bred in‘ the 
same schools, and taught from 
infancy to help carry the charac- 
ter of America onward to its true 
destiny. 

As citizens of this nation do we 
not wish to preserve-for the com- 
ing generations these blessings of 
government under beneficent 
laws? Do we not desire the pride 
of a nation leading in the’ devel- 
opment of truth and of iberty? 
Ana do we not wish to see In those

We cannot, we must not fail 
those patriots of old who «rimly 
pushed on up the rugged pathway 
of freedom, that humanity migh’ 
at last awaken and realize the 
dream of its ideal. We must for-| 
ever cherish in our hearts the 
heritage of a living, spirited peo- 
ple, for it is that unconquerable 
Constitution which holde us a 
union of States, and guarantees tr 
liberty without lcense, leadership 
without lordship, and service with- 
out servitude. 

Our republican form of govern- 
ment has been proved to be not 
only the most just but the strong- 
est as well, and humanity has beea 
uplifted and exalted by the benefi- 
cent Influence it has exerted upon 
the nations of the earth.
